WHAT SENATOR SHERMAN SAYS 


Politics in Indiana--No Appropriations to 
Georgia Expositions—The Colored 
Exposition—The Day's Doings.

. WASHINGTON, August 2.—[Special.]—Sena- 
tor Sherman said today he did not know and 
no one could yet tell when the finance com- 
mittee of the senate could report a tariff bill. 
The committee was not in session today and 
the members apparently were not in a hurry 
to get the bill before the senate. They say, 
however, that_a bill will be reported and Sen- 
ator Allison and other leaders are yet firm in 
their determination to pass it, although op- 
by many of their party. 
Should they hold out in the deter- 
mination and convert their opponents, 
congress will be in session when the melan- 
choly days of October arrive. However, 
ahould the views of the minority favoring the 
reporting of a bill and placing it upon the cal- 
endar until next session for action be adopted, 
congress will probably adjourn by the 1st of 
September. Those in favor of the passage of 
a bill, however, say this will not be done, and 
are already entering their names upon the list 
of the president of the senate for speeches. 
Fully one-half the members of the senate 
have already signified their intention of speak- 
ing, and it is possible that nearly every one 
will enter the debate. 
ARE TALKING POLITICS. 

Every one is discussing politics here now, 
and the democrats seem to have no doubt that 
Cleveland and Thurman will prove to be the 
winning ticket. The republicans pretend to 
have creat hopes, but are not nearly so san- 
guine as their opponents. 

IN INDIANA. 

More interest is being centered in Indiana 
than any other state in the union. The ques- 
tion of whom the republicans will nominate as 
their candidate for governor is exciting consid- 
erable interest just now. The declination of 
ex-Governor Porter, who was considered by 
far the best and most available man the party 
could name, leaves the field open to halfa 
dozen or more less prominent, and renders the 
situation altogether uncertain. 

General Lew Wallace, Congressman Hovey 
and Congressman Steele, are, however, most 
prominently spoken of. The republican mem- 
bers from Indiana seem very confident of suc- 
cess this fall, but the democrats from that state 
are even more. confident. Both sides, how- 
ever, predict a bitter and close fight. 

Representative O'Neal, of Indiana, said _to- 
day that the democrats were working with all 
their might and were confident of carrying the 
state for Cleveland this fall. The result, he 
says, depends always on the floating vote. 
When the democrats get their share of this 
vote, they carry’ the state. Both 
parties are hard at work on_ the 
independent voters, spotting and talking to 
them, and each trying to win them over. In 
this work he thinks the democrats are in the 
lead at this time, In certain sections, where 
many people from Pennsylvania, attracted by 
the natural gas discoveries, have nioved into 
the state, the republicans will make gains, but 
he says the democrats are gaining from the 
labor vote and have an advantage in the large 
prohibition vote that is promised. 

AND ILLINOIS. 

Representative Lawler, of Illinois, said to- 

day, in speaking of the political outlook in his

state, that the democrats are doing all in their 


power to change Illinois into a democratic 
state, and he believes they will be successful. 
He thinks the democrats will make large 
gains from the labor vote.

Senator Daniel failed to get in his amend- 
nent to the sundry civil bill providing for the 
division of a thirty thousand dollar remainder 
ofthe Ohio Valley centennial appropriation 
between the Augtsta and Richmond. exposi- 
sitions, and thus they will getno government 


aid unless another opportuny presents itself. 


Columbus telegraphed Senator Colquitt for 
a slice of this appropriation but too late, al- 
though had they been in time nothing could 
have been secured. Itis probable before the 
end of the session another opportunity might 
present itself. 

THE COLORED EXPOSITION. 

Another attempt was made by Senator 
Palmer to get up the Atlanta colored exposi- 
tion bill to-day, but he was compelled to give 
in to the fisheries treaty. He is, however, de- 
termined to continue his attempts until they 
prove successful. 

The house today passed the senate bill pay- 
ing Charleston, S. C., for the use of the citadel 
academy by the government from August 26th, 
1867, to February 2nd, 1882, the amount to be 
determined by inquiry.

Mr. Hovey, of Indiana, offered a formal 
amendment in order to get the floor and reply

Speech, Mr, Hovey said, had not been deliver- 
ed in the house. 

Mr. Ifovey’s speech started a long debate 
upon the question as to which of the political 
parties had been the most liberal in its deal- 
ings with soldiers of the late war. In reply to 
Hovey’s claim that the republican party alone 
Was entatled to credit in this request, Mr. 
McKinney, of New Hampshire, said that dur- 
ing three years that the present administration 
had been in power union soldiers had received 
greater consideration than they had ever re- 
ceived in like period duringjthe years of repub- 
liean ad ministration. Every intelligent man 
knew this to be true, but for party purposes the

gislation which applied to 34.300 persons ; 
As bs he had yowed only the dependent pensjon 


bill, and in that veto he was snstained by 
soldiers themselves. He (McKinney) main- 
tained that President Cleveland had really 
been much more considerate of the rights of 
soldiers than had congress. He didn’t belicve 
that these pension bills will be thor- 
oughly examined by committees. A 
republican representative had confessed 
to him that President Cleveland 
was right in nine cases out of ten when he 
vetoed private pension bills. The president 
has not been unmindful of the claims of sol- 
diers. Sixteen out of seventeen pension agents 
appointed by him were soldiers, and he had 
signed bills for the retirement of very many of 
the warfgenerals. Soldiers had been removed 
from ofiice—republican soldiers—but their 
places had been filled with democratic soldiers.

him like acyclone. He (Cuteheon) had never 
heard that anybody in the late confederacy 
had asked for the return of those flags. 
Confederates had defended their flag with 
courage and blood and life, and when the 
flag went down those who had fought 
under it accepted the situation and never 
asked for the return of their flags. A flag 
means something. The flag that foated over 
the speaker’s desk meant something. It 
meant home, order, law, liberty. It meant 
children and kindred. That was what those 
who followed it fought for, What did the other 
flag mean? It meant doctrine of secession 
and men who had followed it said that that 
doctrine was-dead. It meant those who sup- 
ported it were against the constitution. Were 
they against it now? If flags had been re- 
turned, what would have been done with 
them? It was better that they should rot 
and be moth-eaten in the attics of the 
war department building than be returned 
to hands of men who had bravely borne them. 
They could never mean again what they had 
once meant, and the republican party didn’t 
propose that those symbols of disunicon and 
war upon the constitution should ever go back 
into the hands of those who bore them on the 
battle fields. 

The consideration of the bill was then re- 
sumed and for some -time ran smoothly until 
Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, precipitated a 
brief tariff debate by a few remarks on the 
subject of the surplus.} 

During its progress, Bynum, of Indiana, 
said that he was not violating any confidences 
of the committee room in stating that when the 
Mill’s bill Was being considered in committee, 
the gentleman from Pennsylvania, (Kelley), 
had made a motion to repeal the entire tobacco 
tax. 

On that motion, Messrs. Kelley and Reed 
voted in the affirmative. Messrs. McKinley, 
Brown and Burrows voted against it. He cited 
this as showing that the majority of republi- 
caps, as represented on the committee, were 
not in favor of the repeal of the tobacco tax. 
Mr. Dingley declared thatif the tobacco pro- 
vision of the Mills bill had been put into a 
separate bill it could have been passed at any 
time.

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MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS IN TENNESSEE. 


Democratic Saccess and Democratic Gains— 
Republican Fraud at Nashville. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 2.—[Special.]— 
The election today was a quiet one, and re- 
sulted in a-victory for the democracy. Mar- 
shall is elected sheriff, and Morrow trustee, by 
from fifteen hundred to two thousand major- 
ity, and while Hudson, for tax assessor, was 
opposed by one of the most popular men in the 
county, and had much opposition on personal 
ground, he is elected by several hundred ma- 
jority. The democratic nominees for regis- 
trars in this city, twenty-eight in number, are 
probably all elected, but the figures will not 
be known for twenty-four hours. 

Duplicate ballot boxes were found out in the 
tenth and thirteenth districts, and prove to 
have been carried there by republican ward 
workers, whose intention is believed to have 
been to play the Chattanooga game on the 
democrats. The game was discovered, how- 
ever. Both boxes were about half full of 
straight ont republican tickets. Who carried 
them out has not yet been discovered, but will 
be investigated. 

Democratic Gains in Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, August 2.—[Special. — There 
is great excitement tonight over the result of 
the county election. The officers to elect is 
sheriff, county trustee and tax assessor. The 
republican majority inthe county should not 
be less than 1,700, but at 9 o’clock the indica- 
tions are that Shelon, republican candidate for 
sheriff, will not receive over 500 majority, and 
Erwin, republican candidate for tax assessor, 
defeated by Hall, democratic. Peabody, re- 
publican, has no opposition for county trustee. 

A very heavy vote was polled, but the two 
factions of the republican party knifed each 
other all day. , 

Enovgh is known at 11 o’clock to say that 
Shelton, the republican candidate for sheriff, 
is elected by 600 majority. Erwin, republican 
is defeated by Hall], damocratic, for tax asses- 
sor, by probably 500. About half of the tickets 
were scratched, making the count tedious. 

EVERYTHING DEMOCRATIC AT MEMPHIS. 

MrMPHIS, Tenn., August 2.—At the election 
today, this county (Shelby), went democratic 
py about 1,200 majority. Memphis gave a 
democratic majority of 2,300. Sheriff and 
county ofiicers were voted for.

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FISHERIES TREATY 
Is Taken Up in the Senate bya 
Party Vote. 


THERE IS A SPIRITED DISCUSSION 


In Which Mr. Morgan Makes Some Telling 
Blows-—Republican,y Servility To- 
ward Engiand, 


WASHINGTON, August 2.—In the senate to- 
day the presiding officer announced the ap- 
pointment of a select committee under Hoar’s 
resolution as to the relations of commerce and 
business between the United States and 
Canada, as follows: Sen@tors Hoar, Allison, 
Hate, Dolph, Pueh, Eustes dnd Blodgett. A

Attong the bills reported: from committees, 
and platéd on the calendar. are the following: 
House bill granting right-of-way to Birming- 
ham and Mobile Railway conipany through 


the Fort Morgan military reservation. 


Mr. Beck moved to proceed to the consider- 
ation of bills on the calendar in their regular 
order. Mr. Sherman moved t proceed to the 
consideration of the tisheries treaty in open ex- 
ecutive session. 

The latter motion was agreed to, yeas 24, 
nays 22, a strict party vote, and the fisheries 
treaty wastaken up, the question being on 
Mr. Morgan’s motion to postpone its furtlfer 
consideration till] December Hext. 

Mr. Riddleberger said that the vote just 
taken had settled conclusively the only ques- 
tion that conld possibly be in gontroversy from 
this time on, in reference te the treaty; and 
that was that the republican party of this 
country was opposed to the ratification of the 
treaty, and that the democratic party was in 
favor of it. It was being considered as a party 
question on the other side of the Atlantic 
ocean; and it was proper to considér it as such 
on this side. When he offered the resolution 
some months ago, to consider the treaty in 
open session he had in his bands documents 
which gave him the right to 
judge that this was & representative 
English or pro English government 


| He did not propose to discuss the treaty in its 


details. H proposed to bring it to the atten- 
tion of the senate as a question which con- 
cerned the people of this country, outside of 
the mere catching and curing of fish, If it in- 
volved that question only, he would defer to 
the wises of the representatives of the east- 
ern section of the country in- both houses. It 
concerned not only the people of the whole 
Atlantic coast, but also the people on the 
coast of Chesapeake bay, because Judge 
L v {Wo bary a lemce atic juri: t of acknowl 
edged prominence, had given it as his 
opinion that under the 12th article of the treaty 
the Canadian fishermen would have the right 
to participate in all coast, bay, sound, and 
river fisheries of the United States; and that 
congress or states would be precluded from 
passing any laws on the subject without the 
consent of the British government. He (Rid- 
dleberger) would be willing torisk the whole 
case on that one opinion and so the democratic 
party in the senate proposed to give away the 


wast vestige of the rights of states to protect 


their own interests against Great Britain and 
against Canadian tishermen. 

Mr. Morgan proceeded to address jthe senate. 
The remarks,which he proposed to submit were, 
he said, in reference to the phase of the case 
covered by his opinion of the senate, that the 
treaty properly authenticated and is lawful and 
valid: and that time has not passed for negoti- 
ation on the subjeet of fisheries, The conntry 
was already advised, by the action of the eau- 
cus of the repubiican party, that the treaty was 
doomed to defeat, and the purpose of his reso- 
lution was tosaye to the government of the 
United States as good an aititade as possible 
after the rejection of the treaty. If he were 
opposed to the “treaty, and believed it to bea 
sacrifice of honor and the interests of the peo- 
ple of the United States, he would nevertheless 
Insist on the adoption of his resolution, for the 
purpose of disembarrassing future diplo- 
matic or other relations of the United 
States and Great Britain, and providing 
means by which the two governments could 
getin accord. He could not conceive of a 
more unfortunate situation than for the gov- 
ernment of the United States tomake a dec- 
laration, as proposed in the majority report of 
the committee on foreign relations—first, that 
the fisheries relations of the two countries 
were not a fit subject for negotiation, and sec- 
ondly, that the time for the negotiation had 
passed. He did not believe in either of these 
statements. The country would receive such 
declaration with very serious doubt. He de- 
sired by a vote of the senate, to {gee the ques- 
tion from any such wemyaabns ein barrass- 
ment as that. If it was desired to reject the 
treaty in solido without attempting to improve 
it, or to reform it, by amendments, let it be so 
rejected; but let that rejection be accompanied 
with the declaration, made necessary now by 
the majority report, that the time for negotia- 
tion bad not passed and that the subject was a 
proper one for negotiation. It was very im- 
portant that there should be negotiation on 
the subject of the great fisheries of the north- 
west. Ifthe declarations proposed by a ma- 
jority of the coimmittee on foreign relations 
were made by the senate, what reply could 
Great Britain be expected to make in regard 
to those northwestern fisheries, which it was 
now so necessary should be regulated by 
treaty agreements. 

Proceeding to discuss the question in detail, 
Mr. Morgan was so frequently interrupted by 
the republicati senators that the discussion *be- 
came a colloquial debate between Messrs. 
Morgan, Hoar, Teller and Evarts. Commenc- 
ing upon the statement in the majority report 
that the time for negotiation had passed, Mr. 
Morgan characterized it as a piece of ‘‘outra- 
geous presumption,’’ and said that the commit- 
tee on foreign relations had no more right to 
instruct the president to cease negotiations 
than it had to require him to resign his office, 
He also spoke of the committee and appeal to 
the British government as of. unaccountable 
presumption and of infraction of authority and 
dignity on the part of this committee in set- 
ting itself up toadvise the British government. 

He paraphrased the closing paragraph in the 
report in this manner: ‘‘We beg your majesty 
that you will not take this abortion which the 
president of the United States has negotiated 
with your commissioner and its rejection as 
being an evidence of hostile purpose on the 
part of the United States, but that you will 
proceed in such a way as tliat our fishermen 
Shall have full commercial privileges and en- 
joy the same rights and advantages in your 
Canadian ports that your fishermen do in ours.”’ 

To say nothing of the presumption of it, he 
said, look at the humiliation of that committee 
begging the British queen for favors after re- 
jecting the treaty on the ground that she was 
no longer entitled to have~ negotiations in re- 
spect toit, Mr. Morgan went on togivea 
further free translation of the paragraph as 
follows: ‘‘OGur offense (as you will 
please to understand it)- is not 


| against your royal majesty’s government.. It 


is against Grover Cleveland. Wewanattogive 
him a wipe and a very serious One, and we 
have done that by denouncing him as the pre- 
sumptious negotiator of treaty in the face of 
our law making. We have done this. We 
have flattened him out, and we turn now to 
your majesty and assure your majesty humbly 
that we did not mean any offense toward you.” 

‘*i should like,”’ said Mr. Morgan, ‘‘to see 
an Irishman with gullet big enough to gulp 
that down. It would have, like a calendar, to 
run from year to year. This little political 
finesse, this attempt to cast odium and slur 
on the president of the United States, and 
then to turn round to the queen 
of Great Britain and beg her for her favors, 
is one of the most humiliating attitudes that 
any great committee ever took. It is regular 
toadyism to British power. I don’t think that 
a record of that sort was ever made before, 
and I challenge the majority members of the 
committee on foreign relations to explain why 
they put that address to the British crown at 
oe! conclusion of their report. I will read

MRS. LOWKY SUES FOR DIVORCE. 
Charges of Shameful and Cruel Treatment 
Made Against Her Husband. 

JacKsoN, Miss., August ?.—Messrs. Cal- 
houn & Green today filed a bill in the chan- 
céry court for Mrs, Lowry for absolute divorce 
froin her husband, Roderick Lowry, nephew 
of Governor Lowry. It contains the following 
allegations: The ‘complainant shows to the 
comt that on March 28, 1888, she 
contracted a luarriage with the 
defendant and the rites of 
matrimony were duly solemnized between 
them on that day; that she entered into the 
comtract in the hope of happiness and with the 
resolution to act in this relation with all wifely 
fealty, tenderness and devotion; and she has, 
during its short existence, never failed in any 
instance in her steadfast adherence to this pur- 
pose, and that she is driven tothis appeal to 
this court solely because her wrongs have 
exceeded the powers of human endurance, and 
which wrongs she has never provoked by an un- 
wifely word or act; that shortly after her said 
marriage she discovered that defendant was 
thriftiess, idle and wandering in his habits, 
with no means and no dispositson to earn the 
means to support himself and her, with no 
fixed place of residence, and during the whole 
time she lived with him he took her about 
from place to place, subsisting on the gener- 
ous but ill-afforded hospitality and liberality 
of relatives who had given them no special in- 
vitation, thus causing her constant and poig- 
nant mortification and humiliation; and she 
has ascertained further that he was 
au excessive drinker of intoxicants, 
and she charges further that he still 
cohtinues to habitually drink. Complainant, 
however, could have borne, and would have 
bate his thriftlessness and intemperance 
tiifough life rather than apply for a divorce, 
from doipg which she naturally revolts, and 
cheerfully would have worked herself for their 
common support, shrouding her domestic trou- 
bles from the public, but for the further sad 
fate that he exhibited toward her an ungovern- 
able and most ferocious temper, which kept 
her in a constant state of nervous terror and 
continuéd anguish, which can only be under- 
stood by being endured; and she charges 
that his treatment of her has been habitually 
cruel and inhuman, marked by personal vio- 
lence, so that she is in perpetual fear of death 
at his hands, and she is reduced to that condi- 
tion that she would prefer death toa continu- 
ance of marital relations with him, Com- 
plainant charges that he has repeatedly as- 
saulted her with the apparent purpose to slay 
her; has often threatened to kill ber, and. she 
believes on two occasions would have 
accomplished her death but for 
the interference and protection of his 
own relatives, and that when she had 
escaped from him and taken refuge in the 
house of one of his connections, he found 
means of access to her and feloniously assaul- 
ted her, choked her until she was nearly dead, 
and then repeatediy struck her on the head 
with a heavy stoneware pitcher and then a 
heavy bottle, knocking her senseless and lacer- 
ating and bruising her hands, with which she 
tried to ward off the blows. When she feil sense- 
less on the floor, covered with blood, he kicked 
her in the side and then fied, leaving her in 
such a condition that it was uncertain she 
would live, since when he has_ been a fugitive 
from justice, in order to. avoid arrest by the 
officers of the law for this assault. This act 
‘has made his treatment of her publicly known, 
prevented all concealment, and justifies com- 
plainant in this proceeding, not only as a mat- 
ter of law, but upon any scruples of delicacy. 

Then follows the usual prayer for divorce 
from the bonds of matrimony. 

Rod F, Lowry, whose wife is suing him for 
a divorce on account of inhuman treatment, is. 
a nephew of Governor Bob Lowry, and is a 
young man who has given his family a great 
deal of trouble. - He has been in numerous es- 
capades, and is minus an arm, on account of a 
difticulty with a negro in Sunflower county a 
few years since. Since then he shot and killed 
a negro in the same county. He married Miss 
Fannie Heminway, a beautiful and highly cul- 
tured lady. The marriage was against the sol- 
enn protests of her mother, and witheut her 
knowledge, Lowry’s dissolute habits being 
well known to the family. 


THEY WANT THEIR LAND. 


The Indian Chiefs Do Not See Why It Should 
Be Taken From Them. 

Sr. Paurt, Minn., August 2.- The news 
about the Standing Rock conference today is 
rather contradictory. 

The regular correspondent at the agency 
says yesterday’s council lasted over four hours, 
but nothing was accomplished. The Indians 
refused to sign, Speeches were made by Gall, 
Mad Bear, Sitting Bull and other chiefs. Sit- 
ting Bull said he was opposed to the treaty, 
and as many of the Indians had crops to look 
after there was no use of keeping them in 
council longer. 

Gall said he would never sign another paper 
and that this was final. After making this 
declaration he went up and shook hands with 
each commissioner as evidence of his friendli- 
ness to the whites. He simply opposes the 
treaty and says he does not believe the great 
father will be very much displeased. The In- 
dians have not much land left compared with 
the vast possessions of their forefathers and he 
could not see why the government’ wanted to 
take half they had left, when there was so 
much vacant land elsewhere. ; 


Death of an Old Man. 

Cuicaco, August 2.—A dispatch from Su- 
wanee Springs, Florida, says: .P. B. Vanval- 
kenburg, associate justice of the Florida su- 
preme court and one of the oldest republicans 
in office in the state, died here yesterday very 
suddenly. He was about 70 years old but was 
quite feeble. He wasa native of New York 
and was minister to Japan under Lincoln.

The Government Getsa Voteon 
Its Parnell Bill. 


THREE EMPERORS TO MEET TOGETHER 


Emperor William is to See His Grand- 
mother-—O'Shea’s Letter to the 
Times—Old World Notes. 


Lonpon, August, 2.—In replying to Mr. 
Healy in the house of commons today, Mr. 
Goschen said that Mr Smith had net inter- 
viewed the editor of the Times; that he had 
not seen him, and that he had held no. com- 
munications with him regarding the commis- 
sion. Replying to Mr. Sexton, Mr. Goschen 
said he did not know whether or not Mr, 
Smith sont to the reporters’ gallery @ manu- 
script with reference to the commission bill 
which was read inthe house on July 12, and 
that the words “andj other persons’ did not 
appear.in it. 

Mr. Labouchere called the attention of the 
house to the breach of privilege of whigh the 
Times was guilty today in charging the Par- 
nellites with trying to drown the commission 
bill with a tlood of blackguardism unparalleled 
in history. It deplored the circumstance that 
Mr.Gladstone and Sir Harcourt completed the 
foul mouthed oratory of their Lrish allies. 

Mr. Goschen concurred in the charge that a 
breach of privilege had been committed by 
the Times, and said that there was no use to 
mitigate the fact by saying strong language 
had been used by the Parneilites against the 
Times under the protection of the privilege. 
But if the house followed precedents it would 
not now deal with the breach of privilege. but 
would proceed with the business of the day. 
Mr. Goschen accordingly made a motion to 
that effect. 

Mr. Gladstone seconded it, and advised Mr. 
Labouchere to withdraw his question of priv- 
ilege, to which Mr. Labouchere agreed. 

Mr. Gladstone desired, be said, to return 
good for eyil in not pressing tie question at 
present; but Mr. Sexton was less conciliatory 
and said that he despised to commend pay- 
masters and their accomplices of forgery. 

Mr. Goschen then moved that the debate pro- 
ceed on the bill to investigate charges against 
the Parnellites, if it were still under discus- 
sion at midnight. To this the house agreed. 
He next moved that the chairman shall have 
power at 1o’clock inthe morning & put the 
remaining charges. 

Mr. Reed appealed to the government to re- 
spect the right of minority to obtain a full 
discussion of the obnoxious clauses and hoped 
that they would not close the debate until the 
fina) clause had been discussed, which was to 
exhonorate the Times from an action for libel. 

Mr. Healysaid the motion was another proof 
that the conservatives were prepared to treat 
the Parneilites in the same manner as the red 
Indian who danced around his victim at the 
Stake. 

Sir Harcourt said the motion was without 
ihe slightest reason to justify it. The bill was 
of such importance that it ought to be ade- 
quately discussed. The government, he said, 
did not want further discussion, as the efiect 
upon the country would be unfavorable to 
them. They therefore abused their rights asa 
majority in order to gag their political oppo- 
nents. 

Mr. T. P. O’Connor said that the closure of 
the debate, as proposed, amounted toa decree 
that the most important oe te in the bill 
must be passed without discussion. It was an 
act of brute violence on the part of the gov 
ernment, 

Sir Charles Lewis, conservative, contended 
that obstructive tactics of the Parnellites Jjus- 
tified the motion. Their style of discussion 
disgraced parliament and the country. 

Mr. Timothy moved to amend motion by 
inserting words “If chairman think’ thus 
leaving to discretion of chair application of 
closure rule. 

Mr. Balfour refused to accept the amendment, 
saying the chairman ought not to: be burdened 
with such a responsibility. 

Sir Lyon Playfair, (liberal) declared that 
the motion was the most unfortunate  preced- 
ent that the government could set. Such 
closure had hitherto been unheard of. 

Mr. Healy’s amendment was rejected—285 
to 207. 

Mr. Justin McCarthy moved an amendment 
extending the inquiry to the circumstances 
under which the sharges were originally made 
and published by the Times. , 

Mr. Mattbews, home secretary, held that 
amendment was needless. 

Mr. Anderson (liberal) claimed that it was 
important to kuow how many forged letters 
the Times had, and how they had been ob- 
tained. 

Mr. Sexton said that the Parnellites invited 
the fullest inquiry into the remotest facts con- 
nected with ‘*Parnellism and crime,’’ if it was 
conducted by areasonable modeof procedure. 
It was important to find under what motive 
the forged letters were written. 

Mr. Hill (conservative) said that unless good 
account could be given of how the Times came 
to possess the letters, or the person could be 
produced who sold or gave them, and would 
be able to stand an examination as to how he 
got them, the judges would not accept letters 
as genuine. 

The amendment was defeated—162 to 128. 

Mr. Labouchere moved that the letters be 
inquired into and reported upon before the 
other matters. He did not think that any 
member of the government was so vile and 
base as torefuse this reasonable concession. 
If the government did refuse it, he would 
recommend Mr. Parnell to wash his hands of 
the commission and sue the Times for libel 
solely on the letters. 

The solicitor-general said that the letters 
were not charges, but only the evidence of 
charges against Mr. Parnell. He admitted that 
the letters were ¢xtréMely important, and said 
that, without doubt, the commission would 
early inquire into their authenticity. The 
commission, however, must not be fettered, 
and, therefore, the government could not ac- 
cept amendment. 

After another acrimonous debate, Mr. 
Labouchere’s amendment was defcated—281 
to 203. 

Mr. Healey moved to add a proviso to the 
effect that commissioners should make a sepa- 
rate report in regardto charges against each 
individual member. He declared that he did 
not trust the commissioner, either trinity or 
unity. Infact he would trust no commis- 
sioner Jselected [by a tory lord chancellor to 
»)lacken the characters of Irish members. 

The home secretary said’ that no govern- 
ment with the slightest self-respect would ac- 
cept such an amendment. 

Mr. Parnell desired to say a few words. It 
was vain to deny that he approached the com- 
mission with a rankling sense of injustice. He 
did not object to the principle of the commis- 
sion in its inception, and would not have com- 
plained of the extension of its scope to a po- 
litical organization if fair bearing and notice 
of the charges against them had Leen secured. 
But that was not the case. They were ap- 
proaching an inquiry shaped 
a superior force, by the 
opposite, without the 
stating their views with the fullness which the 
gravity of the case required. There were men 
now in London who, he believed, if placed 
in the witness box, would be forced to admit 
that they were guilty of forgery. Amendments 
to secure the attendance of these persons and 
insure their punishment if they fled to escape 
jurisdiction of the commission were excluded. 
What would forgers care for the action ofa 
government if, by stepping across the channel 
during an inquiry, they could draw an impene- 
trable veil over the origin of their letters?

THE STEVENS COUNTY MASSACRE. 


An Investigation Into the Matter by the 
Attorney-General, 

Cuicaao, August 2.—A.dispatch from To» 
peka, Kas., says: ‘‘Attorney-General Brad- 
ford returned last night from Stevens couuty, 
where he went to investigate tte massacre of 
Sheriff Cross and his five deputies. He exam- 
ined a large number of people in different 
towns, and all eye witnesses of the affair. The 
testimony is unanimous that Cross and his 
party arrived at camp tiredjand worn out; that 
they asked permission of baymakers to lie 
down and rest,and that they were sleeping 
and apprehending no danger when they were 
suddenly surrounded by Robinson and his men 
and shot down, without having any chance to 
defend themselves. All three of these 
Witnesses say that not one shot 
was fired by Sheriff Cross or 
any one of his men. General Bradford has 
gathered a large amcunt of testimony which 
he will submit to the governor, General Myers 
found that no troops were needed, and so the 
mission of the two officials is ended for the 
present. Business is reported to be at a stand- 
stillat Hugotown and Woodsdale.

Epirors Graruic: I send you the first copy 
of a spicy little shéet edition by the manage- 
ment of the ‘Cliff House’’ at Tallalah, bear- 
ing the rather etherial, or perhaps I should 
say the vapory name, ‘Tallalah Falls Spray.”

The 
latter furnished great fun for the children 
who visited the place during the summer s#ea- 
sons, but the ‘‘Hermit’’ himself excited the 
interest of the older tourist. He spent the 
greatest portion of his time on the front 
veranda. What wonder that he chose that 
spot for his arduous labors, for without rising 
from his seat his eye could travel over many 
miles of the most magnificent scenery in the 
south, could traverse the mountains of three

Women of Atlanta. 

The increased values of Atlanta this year over 
last foot up $2,162,549, 

Of this amount $1,754,512 is on personalty, 
and $978,037 on realty. 

Such a showing as this is evidence of the 
continued progress of Atlanta, and is a crush- 
ing answer to those who would decry the pros- 

rity of the city. 

These figures appear from the books of the 
city tax assessors, Who on yesterday closed up 
their footings, and report that there is thrift in 
Atlanta yet. . 

Mr. Robert J. Griffin, tax collector, on being 
questioned, said: : 

FIGURES FROM THE BOOKS, 

“The condition of the city is most favorable, 
judging from the returns of assessments_o 
real and personal property. The realestate as 
returned shows an increase of $378,037 over the 
year before. This is an natural increase, none 
of it being due to advances in assessments, 
because the reductions have balanced the ad 
vances all the way through. Itisin the per 
sonal property returns where the most remark 
able feature comes in, the increase being $1, 
784,512, making a total of $2,162,549.” 

‘Ts this a greater increase than that of last 

rear ?”’ 

“Oh, no. Last year’s personal returns showed 
a decrease from the returns of 1886. In 158 
personalty returned amounted to $7,641,576 
while in 1887 it was only $7,504,703, being 
decrease of $336,673.” 

MORE MONEY ON THE HOMES. 

‘-Does not this increase of personality sho 
increased comforts among the people?” 

“T think it is fair to presume so. -It show 
that this year the people have been in easie 
circumstances, and hrve been able to invest i 
the articles which enter into the comforts o 
every day life. Increased personalty mean 
that-ihe people have better, household an 
kitchen furniture¢and even indulge in suc 
luxuries as pianos and fine paintings. I hay 
never known the people to return the persons 
tax with such cheerfulness as was displaye 
this year. Atthe same time we have bee 
vigilant in working up the return of propert 

AND MORE HOMES GOING UP, 

‘The feature in real estate improvement 
is ‘in. accord with the idea that th 
mass of the people, the poor, 
better off. The . improvements 
in the shape of handsome cottage homes. Fe 
instance, while we were on field duty in Apri 
we stood on one knoll in the fifth ward an 
counted right around us nine pretty little co 
tages going upatence. Then again, the rea 
of the second ward is being filled up with cot 
tage homes; in. one square, Pryor, Glenn 
Formwalt and Crumley, thirteen houses hay 
either just been completed or are in course ¢ 
construction. On all of the streets leading du 
of the city, the same work may bo noted. Thi 
means that the working people are sayin 
money and doing well. :

pression has been that they are more willin 
than ever to pay their taxes this year, becau 
they recognize the admirable manner in whic 
the public funds are being appropriated th 
year by the city council. In fact, I have 
heard asingle word of criticism of the preser 
eouncil.’”’

LU p--@2,000,060 Increase—The Rich 
Women of Atlanta. 

The increased vaines of f Atlanta this year over 
last foot up $2,162,549. 

Of this amount $1,784,512 is on personalty, 
and &974,037 on realty. 

Such a showing as this is: evidence of the 
continued progress of Atlanta, and is a crush- 
ing answer to those who would decry the pros- 
perity of the city. 

These figures appear from the books of the 
city tax assessors, who on yesterday closed up 
their footings, and report that there is thrift in 
Atlanta yet. 

Mr. Robert J. Griflin, tax collector, on being 
questioned, said: 

FIGURES FROM THE BOOKS. 

“The condition of the city is most favorable, 
judging from the returns of assessments on 
real and personal property. The real estate as 
returned shows an increase of $378,037 over the 
year before. This is an natural increase, none 
of it being dne to advances in assessments, 
because the reductions have balanced the ad- 
vanccs all the w ay throu ch. It isin the per- 
sonal property returns where the most remark- 
able feature comes in, the increase being §$1,- 
784,512, making a total of $2,162,549.” 

“Ts this a greater increase than that of last 
year?” 

“Oh, no. Last year’s personal returns showed 
a decrease from the returns of 1886. In 1886 
personalty returned amounted to $7,641,376, 
in 1857 it was only $7,504, 703, being a 
yof £336,673.” 

MORE MONEY ON THE HOMES. 

«Does not this increase of personality show 
jnereaced comforts among the people?” 

“T think itis fair to presume so. It shows 
that tlis year the people have been in easier 
circumstances, and hrve been able to invest in 
the articles which enter into the comforts of 
every day life. Increased personalty means 
flat ie people have better household and 
kitchen furniture, and even indulge in such 
juxuries as pianos.and fine paintings. I have 
never known the people to return the personal 
tax with such cheerfulness as was displayed 
this year. Atthe same time we have been 
vigilant in working up the return of property. 

AND MORE HOMES GOING UP. 

“The feature in real estate improvements 
is in accord with the idea that the 
mass of the people, the poor, are 
better off. The improvements are 
i the shape of handsome cottage homes. For 
instance, while we were on field duty in April, 
we stoodon one knoll inthe fifth ward and 
counted right around us nine pretty little cot- 

2s going upatence. Then again, the rear 

-e second ward is being filled up with cot- 
tage homes; in one square, Pryor, Glenn, 
Formwalt and Crumley, thirteen houses have 
either just been. completed or are in course of 
construction. On all of the streets leading out 
of the city, the same work may bo noted. This 
means that the working people are saving 
money and doing well. 

“Sneaking of the cheerfulness of the people 
in making their returns, their constant ex- 
pression has been that they are more willing 
than ever to pay their taxes this year, because 
they recognize the admirable manner in which 
the public funds are being appropriated this 
year by the city council. In fact, I have not 
heard . br word of criticism of the present

THE STREET TAXES. 

‘“What about the street taxes?”’ 

“To date 3,869 returns for street taxes have 
been made. In1887 there were only 3,429 
for the entire year, showing that at 
this date we have _ increased 440 
not to speak of these who will report in the 
next six weeks of the assessment year yet left. 
The reduction of the street tax this year was 
made after most of the returns were made. 
The reduction, however. meets with general 
favor, apd parties have returned of whom one 
had never heard before. The- negroes are es- 
pecially pleased, saying: ‘We feels free agin. 
We jes’ knowed we'd git something.’ 

“There are 8,500 persons In the city who are, 
it is estimated, liable to street tax. Of these 
3,869 have made returns to date, 480 are ex- 
empt because of connection with military 
companies, and many others will make returns 
before the close of the year, on September 20, 
when Marshal Loyd wil! catch the balance. 

THE NUMBER OF HOME OWNERS. 

Something that may interest the readers of 
TuE CONSTITUTION is the statement that there 
are in the city 4,504 owners of real estate, 
owning 9,107 pieces of property. 

The ‘increased revenue to the city from this 
raise in the total of assessments will be 
$32,458.24. 

Mr. Griffin and his assistants have done a 
good year’s work in regulating the city books 
this year. Their figures are corroborated by 
the showing in the office of the county tax re- 
ceiver. The books in that otfice, which will be 
brought up finally today, hon show an increase 
in values of $1,500,000. As the returns in the 
county office are entirely Miewaes: they are 
even nore significant than those of the city.

Speeches by Repudlican Congressmen and a 
Big Demonstration. 

Caarieston, 8. C., August 2.—[Special.]—

CAVERNS OF BURNING GAS. 


A Heidelberg Professor Predicts a Catastro- 
phe For the Town of Findlay. 

CINCINNATI, August 2.—Dr.Ernest!W eissen- 
bauer, professor of geology in Heidelberg uni- 
versity, Germany, is here forarest, aitera 
visit of scientific inspection to the natural gas 
wells at Findlay, Ohio. He says he found the 
vastness of the gas well cavity under Findlay 
greatly under estimated, and that underneath 
the town at great depths ‘lay amighty cavern, 
filled with highly inflammable gas under 
tremendous pressure. He connected some 
very delicate telephones with steel rods sunk 
into the earth through the shaft of the well to 
a distance below it. He heard the boiling of 
the rocks plainly, accompanied by cracking 
sounds. <A delicate heat instrument was then 
connected, and after careful calculations he 
found that at a distance of only one mile be- 
neath the great gas cavity a fire was raging at 
a temperature of nearly 3,500 degrees. 

So astonished was he at this discovery that 
he was not disposed to believe that it could be 
so. Again and again he observed, always 
with the same resuits. Not satisfied with 
making the observations at one point, he took 
several within a radius of throe miles, and his 
first observations were completely confirmed. 
He says that about 1,200 feet below the city of 
Findlay lies an immense cavern beside which 
the Mammoth cave shrinks into smallness. 
It is several miles long and in some places 
more than halfa mile deep. Thisis crowded 
full of gas which is under a pressure almost in- 
conceivable. Then comes several strata of 
rock, perhaps a milein thickness and then this 
great internal fire. 

He says he discovered something of the na- 
ture of the strata that lies between the gas 
cavity and the fires. It is at first solid rock, 
impervious and firm ; beneath this lies a great 
mass of soft and crumbling stone, badly formed 
and full of fissures; then another layer of con- 
siderable thickness equal to the first layer in 
hardness and solidity. The last of these lay- 
ers, which lies directly over the fires, is melt- 
ing away. About ten miles from Findlay on 
either side it is of great thickness, but as the 
town is neared itthins. The furnace beneath 


is aisintegrating it and ever lessening the bar- 


rier between itselfand the well. From the 
tremendous cracking which is to be heard by 
means of the sound instrument it is almost 
certain that the disintegration is going on with 
great rapidity,and the Professor seems to ; 
think an early catastrophe not only possible, 
but probable.

Boston, Mass., August 2.—In the Catholic 
total abstinence convention today, Rev. M. M. 
Speedy read the report of the committee on 
resolutions. These recommended the estab- 
lishinent of an abstince society throughont the 
country, to include men, women and ‘children ; 
also the adoption of means for the spread of 
total abstinence literature. 

The moral andmaterial support of the union 
was pledged to the people of Ireland in their 
struggle to secure the right of 
self government. The committee 
on the observance of Father Matthew centen- 
nial asked for instruction and it was voted to 
endow a Father Matthew chair in the Catholic 
university at Washington. The committee to 
act as solicitors. 

The lecturer of Union, Rev. J. W. Cleary, 
ot Wisconsin, presented his reports.

Rev. T. J. Conaty, of Worcester, was unani- 
mously re-elected president amid great ap- 
plause. 

The other oflicers elected were:

The Newspaper Maa. 

Editor Dana’s tecent address oft journal: 
fam has stirred up the college men. The 
shrewd old editor took the position that the 
newspaper office is the only school of jour- 
nalism. Thisdeclaration, made at a time 
when several Jeading colleges.are establish- 
ing departments of journalism, has natur- 
ally excited the wrath of those who are try- 
ing the new experiment. 

The trouble with a young man who studies 
journalism under a college professor is a 
tendency to fall under the domination of a 
set of formal rules. Now, the modern 
newspaper is compelled to be so expansive 
and flexible that the man who works by 
rile will soon work himself out of a job. 
The newspaper is always dealing with the 
unexpected, and to hold the interest of its 
readers it must deal with it in an unex- 

pected style. It is published for the people, 
and it must use the language of the people. 
There are times when the rhetorical faults 
denounced by the college professors become 
effective weapons, and there are occasions 
when the slang of the day, a phrase from a 
popular song, or a local gag introduced in a 
play can be used to better advantage than 


rounded periods and beautiful figures of 


A newspaper style should be so clear and 
forcible that the average reader will be able 
to take in the meaning of every sentenee at 
agiance. Such a style is not to be learned 
from books. In order to acquire it a writer 
must live in the streets, among the men of 
his generation, and he must learn to write, 
when it is necessary, in a moborin achurch 
gallery. J 

This does not rule out books; it places 
them where they belong, in the newspaper 
workman’s tool chest. The really strong 
writer makes his books his slaves; the weak 
writer is the slave of his books. 

It will be objected that this line of train- 
ing wil} make a newspaper man superficial. 
So much the better. What is wanted in 
journalism is plenty of light artillery. It 
takes too much time to get a big siege gun 
ready, and when it is in position a slight 
movement of the enemy is liable to make it 
useless. The journalist who is loaded to 
the muzzle with a few profound theories is 
like a siege gun—useful on great occasions, 
but too heavy for every day work. But the 
writer who has read a little of everything, 
who kndws something gf everything, who 
has traveled with eyes and ears wide open, 
and who has lived with his fellow men, 
taking an active interest in all their con- 
cerns—tlis isthe man for the newspaper of 
today. 

In the light of these supplemental obser- 
vations, Editor Dana’s address becomes a 
very practical piece of advice to young 
newspaper men. It is true that the gre&t 
editor did not give expression to these 
ideas, but they: were in his mind, and they 
have made all our successful newspaper 
men what they are. 

Of course, all this is rather rough on what 
some people call culture. So much the 
worse for culture—we cannot afford to turn 
live newspapers into dead rubbish for the 
sake of culture. 
Britannica should walk into a newspaper 
office on two sticks, and secure a job, it 
would be discharged the next day for in- 
competency. A newspaper deals with life, 
and not with learning—this is the sum and 
substance of the whole business. |

Partisanship and Sectionalism, 

There is nothing sillier than the affecta- 
tion of sensitiveness that has cropped out in 
the editorial columns of some our esteemed 
exchanges in regard to the invitation ex- 
tended to Major McKinley to deliver an ad- 
dress at the Chautauqua. We term the dis- 
play an.affectation because there is abso- 
lutely no reason or excuse for it, At the 
game time, it should be understood that we 


object to it solely because it gives a color of 


justification to the charges of sectionalism 
made against our people by the republican 
organs of the north. 

These charges, as our readers know, are 

a8 foolish as the oceasion of them. If there 
ever was a party that could afford to bury 
out of sight the spirit of sectional preju- 
dice and sectional partisanship that party 
is the democratic party of Georgia. It is.go 
well grounded in its own faith and so sure 
of its own success that it can il] afford to 
permit its attitude to be interpreted by those 
whose shrill sectional cries may fatally in- 
jure the cause of democracy and honest 
gevernmentin some of the states of the 
north. 

We repeat that the sensitiveness which 
sounds the loud alarum in regard to Me- 
Kinley and his Chautauqua address isa 
mere affectation, and it is an affectation 
that is by no means new to the hysterians 
who are just now performing in front of the 
public. There is nota sensible person in 
the state but knows that the Chautauqua 
is not a political affair. It is managed and 
controlled by democrats, but in the arrange- 
ment of its mme there has been no 
thought of party in any shape or form.

An Alarming Spectre. 

“Cry havoc! and let loose the dogs of 
war!”’ 

Thus has the third party sounded its de- 
fiant alarm in the camps of the republicans, 
and the consternation which it has created 
amounts toa panic among the cohorts of 
the g. o. p. The republican leaders are 
confronted with the certainty of the dis- 

memberment of their party, and they realize 
the fact that the immense prohibition vote 
which will leave their ranks this year, ren- 
ders almost. hopeless their chances of suc- 
cess in. the presidential campaign on which 
the future existence of the party is staked. 

The third party has been recruited almost 
entirely from the republican strength, and 
the constant inerease of its vote has shown 
@ proportionate loss in that of the republi- 
cans. Heretofore the shrewdness of re- 
publican management has keptin line thou- 
sands of republican prohibitionists who 
were on the verge of going to the third 
party, but with every possible effort to stem 
the tide four years ago, the defection was so 
great that New York’s vote was given to 
Cleveland, and the republicans lost the 
presideney. Since that time the third party 
has earried its banners into the republican 
ranks and now openly proposes to be the 
Moses to lead from political bondage all 
those who are ready to rally to its standard, 
and forsake their republican allegiance. 
General Fisk, of New Jersey, who, not long 
ago, was @ prominent republican leader, is 
at their head, and being an aggressive cam- 
paigner, and an ex-republican of large per- 
sonal following, particularly in his own 
state, he has upset whatever prospects the 
republicans might otherwise have had, of 
carrying that state, as well as insured heavy 
losses to them in other doubtful states. 

The prohibition vote in New York in 1$81 
was but 4,445; in 1887 it was 41,850. In 
New Jersey it was only 6,154 in 1884; two 
years later, with Fisk for governor, it was 
19,808. Acontinued increase of this sort 
would soon leave the g. o. p. on dry ground, 
and this is just about where it will find itself 
after the November election. General Fisk 
does not of course stand evena chance of 
carrying New Jersey, but his candidacy 
takes the only sweet morsel of hope 
from the watering mouths of those who 
thought they saw their opportunity of turn- 
ing New Jersey into the republican column. 

The old war party must go, and things 
look as if it will take its final departure in 
the course of the next few months. It re- 
mains thoroughly helpless as it sees its foun- 
dation being knocked to pieces, and the de- 
claration of the revolt of its prohibition con- 
tingent is a certain forerunner of the final 
crash.

ONLY AN EXPERIMENT: 


The peach-canning industry was once at- 
tempted upon a large scale in Atlanta. It was 
during the hot summer of ’sixty-six that sev- 
eral enterprising northern men combined their 
efforts and their capital to start a cannery. 


A large two-story building on South Broad 
street was secured. Peaches of every variety 
were purchased in large quantities, and forty 
or fifty girls and boys were engaged to do the 
work. For several days the cannery was & 
scene of busy activity. Millions of peaches 
were sliced and boiled, and then packed in 
tin cans. The cans were roughly made, and 
the final soldermg was hastily done by inexpe- 


rienced hands.

One hot day thousands of these cans, all 
ready for shipment, were piled on the side- 
walk.

In 
the words of arailroader who Knows what he 
is talking about, “things are pretty squally.’’ 

It is hardly possible to guess to what extent 
this rate war will affect the roads entering 
into Atlanta, for they all stand within the 
pool, but it is certain that 
a fierce rate would change the membership of 
the association and demoralize things gener- 
aily. 

There are several reasons given for the re- 
fusal of the Louisville and Nashville and 
Queen and Crescent to sign the association 
agreement, but the desire to cut rates 
and get a share of the business that 
would be diverted from them under a pool ar- 
rangement is perhaps the true explanation of 
their present stand. There have also «seen 
rumors of personal objections on the part of 
these roads to certain officials of the associa- 
tion, but this explanation, if it was 
ever made, was probably given with 
the intention of misleading, or still more 
likely, it was in the nature of a bluff. Ifit 
was intended as a scare, it has not had the de- 
sired effect up to the present date. 

The Chattanooga Times, in speaking of the 
association, takes the rather advanced ground 
that the withdrawal of these roads will knock 
the association out, but it will hardly do it. 

This same paper, after giving its version of 
the present.status of affairs, and charging the 
Mobile and Ohio with being the disturbing 
element, goes on to say: 

“The pool as organi#éd has been regarded 
for some time as a very expensive luxury— 
cumbersome in transacting business, and very 
unsatisfactory in its results. It has been 
ofiicered by expensive men, the commissioner 
alone, itis said, drawing a salary of $10,000, 
and the others in proportion.’’ 

The Timeshas very exclusive information, 
and that from a Chattanooga source, when it 
makes the above statement. 

The best evidence obtainable here in Atlan- 
ta, and that from men who are familiar with 
tiie ‘growthef the association and its present 
condition, is all to the effect that the associa- 
tion is asuccess, and greatly facilitates the tran- 
saction of business, giving opportunities to both 
shipper and carrier for the adjustment of rates 
that could be had by no other plan. The fact 
that it is oflicered by expensive men is one of 
the best arguments that can be given for its 
efficiency, for cheap men are not generally se- 
lected for important positions in any depart- 
ment of the railroad business, and no one 
knows that better than the railroad editor of 
the Times. 

The Louisville and Nashville may have re- 
garded the associationgn the manner stated, 
and it may be able to cite some instance to 
give color to the charge of ‘‘inefliciency and 
red-tapeism,” but it is more _ likely 
that back of all this was a 
strong desire to cut rates 
for a class of freight that was not coming to it 
in the regular course of business, 

To sum up briefly, the situation is this: Tho 
association has re-organized and at present 
doing satisfactory business at the old stand. A 
rate war is among the very probable possibili- 
ties. Ifthe rate waris inaugurated and car- 
ried on for {any ‘ length of time, it is acase of 
guess-work as to its effect upon the present 
pool, but it is generally conceded that the as- 
sociation will survive present and prospective 
difficulties. 

Railroad Possibilities. 

fust now, when rumors of a rate war and 
other disturbing elements are predicted for south- 
ern roads, is a good time to giance at your railroad 
map and figure on future possibilities and probabil- 
ities. The milcage in Georgia is increasing more 
rapidiy than in any southern state, and for the first 
six months of the present year, but two states sur- 
passed it in the number of milesof completed road. 

A New York speeial published in yesterday’s Con- 
STITUTION gave a faint outline of the policy of con- 
solidation that is supposed to be on_ tue programme 
of the managers who are interested in the present 
sysiem of Georgia roads. 

There are few independent lines in the state, and 
as everything in the shape of a railroad is generally 
supposed to be for sale, they will be independent 
until it becomes necessary for the syndi- 
cates to buy and control them in order to 
cargy out their plan and secure desirabie trafic. 
Thists not particularly cheering, but itis the way 
ofthe world in railroads as everyth'ng else. 

Notwithstanding all this it ispleusant to build 
roads on paper and in 1@ility, after they are started 
to survey a route with your penciion the map. 
Your route may not be accepted, but you may have 
the proud satisfaction of having outlined an inde- 
pendent road, which will be glory enough for 
one day. ae. 

There are building in Georgia, at the present 
time, several linesof road, in none of which has 
Atlanta more interest at present than the Atianta 
and florida. __Virtually completed to Fort Valley, 
its route from that point is yet unsettled, though the 
line to tide water is certain to be built. 

Take your map and help the surveyor and the 
stockholders. Starting at Fort Valley you will prob- 
ably trace a route in the direction of Hawkinsville, 
crossing the Georgia Southern, an air-line, building 
southward from Macon. Lere isan important con- 
nection that will afford a new route to southern 
Georgia. Ey thisroute you will also make connec- 
tion with the Central’s new line building from 
Eden to a connection with’ the Americus, Preston 
and Lumpkin, making a direct line to Savannah. 

From this junction the most feasible survey would 
be through the virgiu: pine lands that lie between 
the East Tennessee and the Brunswick and Westein 
roads, and to tide water at Brunswick. 

A branch line, connecting the route with the 
EFavannah, Fiorida and Western and the Bruns, 
wick and Western, at Waycross, would ,afford a de- 
sired connection, opening the markets of castern 
Fiorida to direct communication with Atlanta. 

The matter of extension and ordersfor a prelimi- 
nary survey will probably be agreed upon atthe 
ineeting of the Atlanta and Florida directors in this 
city on the. &h inst. Until some _ other 
route is selected the one that has been briefly out- 
lined in the pencil survey given above will stand. 
Of the other roads, now building in the state, which 
are local in their character, prospects and connec- 
tions. (HE CorsTivuTION will have somethiiig to 
gay in future railroad articles. 

The Rates Too Low. 

The general passenger agent of a prosperous 
road was talking to the ageut of another line last 
evening, when the conversation turned upon low 
rates, for the various cémventions and meetings 
which are held throughont the state. The general 
passenger agent was very positive in his statement 
that a rate of one cent per mile was 
too low—in fact, ruinous—when 
given on individual tickets. He said in conclusicn: 
“IT am perfectly willing to grant a rate of one cent a 
mile to parties of ten, but 1 am now and forever op- 
posed to granting that rate for invividual tickets, no 
maiter what the occasion. I know, and so does 
every man whois in the railroad business, that the 
roads will lose moneyon every ticket at this figure.’

“Onc’ Edinburg’s Drowndin’” Read by its 
Author tu a Delighted Andienee— 
Dr. Burrows’s Lecture. 


It was a rare treat—the reading of Mr. 
Thomas Nelson Page at Chautauqua last night. 
It is difficult to find words to expresa the en- 
joyment ofthe large audience that greeted him. 
To say simply that’ everybody was charmed 


pression of the facts, for the large audience 
was completely carried away by the beautiful 
story so beautifully told by the author-reader. 
Mr. Page was greeted by one of the best an- 
diences of the season. While not as large as 
could be accommodated by the immense taber- 
nacle, the audience contained very many of 
the cultured peoply of Atlanta and Georgia. 
A more thoroughly sympathetic audience it 


probably most of them—had read the beautiful 
and touching story of old south life, but all 
found new beauties in ‘Unc’ Edinburg’s 
Drowndin’ ” as read by its author. 

In his introductory remarks, Mr. H. W. 
Grady spoke eloquently of the great work done 
by those southern writers, who had given to 
the world the true picture of the ante-bellum 
south. 

Mr. Page prefaced his reading by a few re- 
marks in the same strain,telling some amusing 
anecdotes of his early recollections of Georgia 
and Georgians. Histributes to Mr. Joel 
Chandler Harris, and others of the southern 
writers, were warmly applauded. 

And then came “Unc’ 
Drowndin’.”’ 

The story itself—everybody has read that, 
and well remembers the pretty romance of 
“Marse George” and “Miss Charlotte,” as told 
in the unique dialect of the Virginia negro. But 
the quaint negro humor, the stirring scenes, 
the pathetic deaths of ‘ole Marster and ole 
Mistis,’ and the touching scene when ‘“Marse 
George he turn he eyes to me, and Say, ‘Edin- 
burg, I’m ’cross’ ’’— these beauties were vivid- 
ly brought out by the reader last night. 

For Mr. Page is nocommdn reader. Pos- 
sessing a strong, well-trained, musical voice, 
and with a thorough knowledge of that dialect 
peculiar to the eastern Virginia negro, he 
reads his story as probably nobody else could 
read it. 

“Une’ Edinbnrg’s Drowndin’” is |Mr. 
Page’s favorite of his works, probably because 
of the pretty romance connected with it. In 
“Miss Charlotte” is found a picture ofthe 
lady whois now Mrs. Thomas Nelson Page, 
and the story was written for her. Unc’ Edin- 
burg tells of their first meeting at the Christ- 
mas festivities at Colonel Broxton’s. 

“But he ain’ teck noticement o’ none much 
tell Miss Charlotte come. I seen he eye light 
on her as she come down de steps smilin’, wid 
her dim blue dress trainin’ behind her, an’ her 
little blue foots peepin’ out so pretty, an’ holin’ 
a little hankcher, lookin’ like a spider web, in 
one hand an’ a gret blue fan in turr, spread 
out like a peacock tail, an’ jes her roun’ arms 
and th’oat white, and her gret dark eyes light- 
in’ up her face. I say, ‘Dyar ’tis’! and when 
de ole Cun’! stan aside an interduce ’em, an’ 
Marse George step for‘ard an’ meck de grand 
bow, and she sort o’ swing back an’ gin her 
curtchy, wid her dress sort 0’ damned up ’ginst 
her, an’ her arms so white, and her face sort o’ 
sunsett, I say, ‘Yes, Lord! Edinburg, dyah you 
mistis.’ Marse George look like he think she 
done come down right from detop ’o de blue 
sky, an’ bring peace on it wid her.” 

Une’ Edinburg fallsin love with Miss Char- 
lotte’s Nancy and philosophizes upon the sub- 
ject of women, and this one in particular: 
“Dees monsus ’ceivin’ critters, womens is, jis 
as oureliable as de hind leg of a mule; a man 
got to watch ’em all de time; she jist as sweet 
as a kiss one mimute, an’ next time she come 
out de house she got her head wp in de air, an’ 
her ears backed, an’ goin’ “long switehin’ her- 
self like I ain’ good ’nough for her to walk 
on.”’ 

The vicissitudes of the two courtships are 
graphically told by the old negro, and then 
comes that second Christmas at Colonel Brox- 
ton’s, the mad attempt of Marse George and 
his faithful Edinburg to swim the swollen 
river, and the “‘drowndin’ ”’ of ‘‘Marse George, 
Edinburg and Reveler,’” which was Marse 
George’s horse. 

The artistic beauty of this portion of the 
story will be remembered by all who have 
read it. Unfortunately for those of the andi- 
ence who had to return tothe city on the night 
train, the whistle of the locomotive called 
them away before the end was reached. They 
missed the last scenes of the story—and beauti- 
ful and touching they are—but what they had 
heard was so delightful that all were enthu- 
siastic. 

It was indeed a treat—one which everybody 
hopes may be repeated at no distant date.

COINING MONEY OUT OF DIRT. 


A Man Who Makes Aluminium Ont of Com- 
mon Clay and Uses Water for Fuel. 

Boston, August 1.—There is a man in Mel- 
rose who claims to have discovered the art of 
conn money out of dirt, and he has been 
doing it for some time in spite of government 
laws and officials. His business has been con- 
ducted in such a mysterious manner as to at- 
tract the attention of secret service officials, 
but they have left his retreat mystified but 
satisfied that he was not breaking the laws. 
This man’s name was C. H. Washburn, and 
his inventive genius has enabled him te manu- 
facture aluminium from ordinary clay. Of 
course he keeps his method a profound secret, 
yet the facts have leaked out, and the Tran- 
script tomorrow afternoon will publish the 
story of the inyentor’s perseverance and suc- 
cess. 

For tro y2ar3 the mysterious work has been 
conduted at the “old red mills,’’ so-called, but 
none of the town’s citizens have obtained even 
the slightest hint of what was going on. It is 
difficult to give a detailed account of the inven- 
tion, for those in charge of the experiments 
are extremely reticent. I¢ may be spoken 
of, however, as an ‘‘tomic theory,’’ or the dis- 
integration of one substance and the forma- 
tion of another substance by anew combina- 
tion of the atoms. This combination has been 
secured by the action of certain chemicals. To 
purchase those chemicals without betraying 
his secret, and to transport them to hisfactory, 
has been one of the most difficult features of 
Mr. Washburn’s secret; yet he has done it suc- 
cessfully, and only the capitalists who are 
backing the inventor know how it is done. 

This mysterious shipping of chemicals and 
of boxes with unknown contents naturally at- 
tracted the attention of those government offi- 
cials vaho are on the lookout for counterfeit- 
ers. Detective J..J. Seanlon was the first 
outsider to force his way within the barred 
door, and he found—ncthing. As Mr. Wash- 
burn and his assistants were engaged in legit- 
imate experiments, the government agent, 
after a careful examination, concluded that 
there was no cause for him to interfere. 

Mr. Washburn appears. to be about forty 
years old. After five minutes” conversation 
with him one would be unlikely seon to forget 
him; not only becauseit takes but a short time 
to learn that he is exceedingly keen, but also 
because he is so enthusiastic over his schemes 
that the listener becomes fascinated by his 
guarded talk about them. 

‘‘People think all sorts of things of me,”’ he 
says. ‘Some imagine I’m a counterfeiter; 
oe thatI illegally carry onastill. Offi- 
cers of the special service and detectives of the 
internal revenue department have madeinves- 
tigations, and of course, have learned nothing 
against me. You might go to my laboratory 
now, and yet you would see nothing to shed 
any light on what I’m doing. Thesecret isn’t 
to be discovered. Butitis big enough to rev- 
olutionize commerce by and by. Why, I use 
water for fuel, and that is only one of the 
many wonderful things I can de. It’s too ear- 
ly to say anything yet—too early. Two months 
hence 1 expect to have all in readiness, and 
then the public shall be enlightened.” 

According to some statements made by Mr. 
Washburn, he has a backing of prominentcap- 
italistsin Boston. His otiiceis at 50 State 
street, though his name does notappear on the 
door of the room which he occupics. He says 
his correspondence and literary work are so 
extensive that he has to employ astenographer, 
end sometimes works until3 o’clock in the 
morning. Mr. Washburn says he was formerly 
in charge of the government secret service, 
with headquarters in New York. This wasat 
the time when Green was comptroller.

Cancer Among Vegetarians. 

From the British Medical Journal 

Surgeon-Major Henley, resident surgeon at 
Jappore, writes to us: “In the British Medical Jour- 
nal of April 7, 1888, the following statements are 
made: ‘M. Reclus has shown that cancer wagall but 
unknown among the persons whose food was ex- 
clusively vegetable.’ M. Verneuil also believed 
that the increase of cancer was largely due to the 
carnivorous habits of diet of the past generation.’ 
The records of the Mayo hospital at Jaypore, which 
is under my charge, show no sueh immunity of veg- 
etarians from eancer. From January, 1880, to the 
present date, 102 major operations have been per- 
formed in the hospital in cases ot cancer. Of these, 
41 wereon the persons of meat eaters and 61 on 
those of strict vegetarians who had never eaten 
meat since their birth. In India, where caste rules 
are exceedingly rigid, the fact that the latter were 
true vegetarians is capable jof absolute proof, 
Among them are six Saraogis, a class of Jains who 
even reject many kinds of vegetables. Three of 
these Saraogis suffered from cancer of the breast. 
Out of 102 cases there were 3 deaths attributable to 
the operation. There is no information availableas 
to recurrence, or the contrary, The cases were di- 
vided as follows: Cancer of breast 20, tongue-or lips 
8, head and face 17, upper extremity 11, lower ex- 
tremity 8, trunk 18, testicle 1, glands3% There-were 
62 males and 40 females, a large proportion of the 
latter in a country where the purdah system isin 
foree. The maximum age was 70 years, the rmhini- 
mum 18 years, the average 43 years,”

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisiona, 


CHICAGO, August 2—Excitement bordering on a 
panic prevailed inthe market for hog products to- 
day. Trading was extremely brisk. Prices declined 
very rapidly. and considerable property carried on 
slim margins or limited to certain figures was offered 
on the market, and added to the general depression. 
Reported stock of lard on hand caused a decidedly 
weaker feeling in that article,and shorts in mess 
pork and short ribs took advantage of the situation 
and enlarged their lines. The longs were anxious 
to realize, and all outside influences were lost sight 
of for the moment, the main effort being to dispose 
of property. At inside figures tne demand showed 
some Improvement, and prices gradually rallied to 
medium figures, and the market showed more steadi- 
ness. Near and deferred deliveries shared in tke 
decline, the former, however, more than the latter. 
The wildest fluctuations were in pork. There was 
considerable pressure to sell during the early part of 
the session, small and round lots being freely offer- 
ed. Prices opened 7%@!0c lower but temporarily 
rallied 7c. Then the market weakened and de- 
clined 90@95c quite rapidly, with liberal sales at tle 
scale. Later the market showed a little more 
strength, and prices rallied 40@45c and ruled with 
considerable steadiness to the close, Lard offerings 
were largely inereased, while the demand was only 
fair, and prices suffered a reduction of 15@20c, with 
a good trade. Later the marketshowea more steadi- 
ness and prices rallied 244@5c and closed steady. 
Short ribs wcre weak during a greater portion o: the 
day. Offerings free, especially for September,while 
the demand was only fair, Prices on the whole 
range declined 15@20c, but rallied 5@7%c. 

The wheat market didn’t hold its own today. 
News was bullish from nearly every standpoint, 
but general speculative support was lacking, and 
values settled back %@1lec. There was evidence of 
concerted effort on the part of the leading operators 
to depress values by using foreign houses to sell 
through. Whether, as many insisted, the drive was 
made to get a good market to buy on is an undecided 
question. Certain it is that the big tradere were 
making the maximum amount of noise, and doing 
the minimum amount ofselling. September opened 
at 84i¢c, sold off to 83$,c, between which point 
and 83?4ec it fluctuated most of the day. Shortly 
after 12 o’clock the price got down to 84@83%e, 
and the feeling was weak. Good buying occurred, 
however, and the market advanced 4c, closing 
stubbornly strong at %4c cheaper basis than yes- 
terd.ay. 

Corn was weak and lower, The opening was 
strong at ’@kc above Yesterday's closing at 47c for 
September and 46%c for October. September sold 
up to 474@47%c and October to 46%c. Tiat proved 
to be the top. The bottom was 46\%c for September 
and 4544@15'4c for October. The decline represents 
a shrinkage of %4@lec. During most of the session 
the greatest weakness was in deferred futures. the

Oats were dull and weak with a fractional decline 
noted in all futures. There was no support with 
few buying orders, and while general favor was 
shown near futures, long months were neglected.

In reply to the last remark, a Forsyth cou 
farmer quictly threw back thé canvass coy 
ing over his head, and stood up. 

‘Look at ’im! Shoothim! Shoot him!” 
One big yellow n was particularly 
monstrative. . 
“You cussed m7 sister,” he yelled with 
cath, as he shook his fist wildly at the count 


man. 

“No, I didn’t,”” put in the countryman in 
honest fashion. “I didn’ cuss nobody, an 
you don't shut up, I'll make you.” 

‘Hit *im in the head!” yelled the dark 
around. 

Tho farmer quietly drove up, and as 
came within reaching distance of the big 
lew negro he took his whip handle by 
small end and stood up again.

He left his home Wednesday morning 
came through the country, thirty-four mi 
Wednesday night, camping within six mile: 
Atlanta. He finished his journey yesterd 
and after reaching the city . began selling 
wagon load of peaches. 

He sold one peck to a negro man for twer 
five cents and agreed to deliver the peache: 
his home. He came to the stationhouse al 
10 o’clock last night and told the story hims 
‘“Whent got tothe house I found his w 
She said the peaches wasn’t good, and 
didn’t’ want ‘em. She kept put 
on style about it anc tins 
told me just to give her the mon 
back and take back the peaches. 1 told 
I had come too far to dothat. She got 
and cussed. 

‘* “Vou are a thief and a robber,’ she said. 

‘*You b—h,’ Isaid. ‘If you was a man 
give you a lickin’”’ 

Now that’s where I may have done wro 
but I’m tellin’ it just Jike it was. Iain’tu 
to being called a thief by a negro woman, 
that's what I said to her. 

“She began hollerin’ and cussin’ and got 
negroes excited and they just tried to sc 
me. I tried to tell ’em how it was, butt 
more I tried the worse they got. 

“Then I give ’em as good as_ they sent, : 
didn’t try to explain any more. Now, if the 
goin’ to be savthion done about it, I wo 
like for it to be done right away, ’cause I we 
to git off pretty soon. I don’t know m 
avout the laws, and Ifjis: thought i'd -co 
right sjuare out with it.’ 

The famer, of course, knew none of 
negroes, and be preferred going home to st 
ing in Atlanta to prosecute the case, and it 
probable that nothing will be done about it

‘You cussed my sister,’ he yelled with an 
cath, as he shook his fist wildly at the country- 


man. 

“No, I didn’t,” put in the countryman in his 
honest fashion. ‘‘I didn’ cuss nobody, and if 
you don’t shut up, I'll make you.’ 

“Hic ’im in the head!” yelled the darkies 
around. 

The farmér quietly drove up, and as he 
came withim reaching distance of the big yel- 
low negro he took his whip handle by the 
smal! ond and stood up again. 

The yellow negro kept ‘his safe distance, but 
walked on ahead. 

About forty negroes followed behind and 
around the wagon yelling like savages. All of 

hed sticks or rocks, and they followed 
r about a quarter @f a mile.

ited almost exclusively by negroes, 
and nine-tenths of the @owd about the wagon 
were negro women. 

As the crowd neared the East Tennessee 
railroad a number of white people came up, 
and the crowd eee while the farmer 
drove on. 

Hlis name is R. W. Shadburn, living near 
Cumming, in Forsyth count ‘ 

He jeft his home Wednesday morning and 
came through the country, thirty-four miles, 
Wednesday night, camping within six miles of 
Atl: unta. He finished his journey yesterday, 
and after reaching the city began selling his 
wagon load of peaches. 

He sold one peck to a negro man for twenty- 
five cents and agreed to deliver the peaches at 
his home. He came to the stationhouse about 
10 o'clock last night and told the story himself. 
“When I got tothe house I found his wife. 
She said the peaches wasn’t good, and she 
didn’t want ’em. She "ke it puttin’ 
on style about it an finally 
told me just to give her the money. 
back and take back the peaches. I told her 
I had come to far to dothat. She got mad 
and cussed. 

‘«*Vou are a thief and a robber,’ she said. 

““¢Vou b—h,’ I said. ‘If you was a man I’d 
give youa lick: » 

Now that’s where I may have done wrong, 
but I’m tellin’ it just Jike it was. I ain’t used 
to being called a thief by a negro woman, and 
that’ s what I said to her. 

“She began hollerin’ and cussin’ and got the 
negroes excite d and they just tried to scare 
me. I tried to tell ’em how it was, butthe 
more I tried the worse they got. 

‘*Then I give ’em as ps as they sent, and 
didn’ t try to explain any more. Now, if they’s 
goin’ to be any ‘th ing done about it, I would 
like for it to be done right away, ’cause I want 
to git off pretty soon. I don’t know much 
avout th e laws, and Ifjis’ thought i’d come 
right square out with it.” 

The fame r, of course, knew none of the 
negroes, and hé preferre d going home to stay- 
ing in Atlanta to prosecute the case, an dit is 
pro obable that n othing will be done about it. 

Decatur street is a dangerous place some- 
times, and Pittsburg and Mechanicsville are 
close behind it.

“Nathan C. Barnett, secretary of state. 

C.ifford A. Anderson, attorney-general. 

One of the duties of the convention will be 
the selection of a new state executive com- 
mittee. 

The body will also elect twelve electors, 
whose pleasant duty it will become to take up 
the cudgels for Cleveland and Thurman, the 
nominees of the national democratic party, for 
the positions of president and vice-president 
of the United States. 

Twovdf these electors will be chosen from 
the state at large, and one from each of the 
ten congressional districts in Georgia. 

Among the gentlemen prominently men- 
tioned for electors from the state at large 
may be mentioned Hon. A. L. Howes, of the 
‘second district, Hon. Walter B. Charlton, of 
the first district, Hon. Thomas Watson, of the 
tenth district 

The names of several gentlemen have been 
mentioned in connection with the district 
electors. 

Hon. James A. Gray has been suggested for 
the fifth district. 

Hon. E. H. Calloway las been mentioned 
in the tenth. 

Hon. John T. Graves has been suggested in 
the seventh. 

Hon. W. H. Perkinson has been mentioned 
in the ninth district, and Hon. Hardeman 
Jones has been mentioned in the sixth. 

The men who shall be appointed district 
electors will probably be suggested by the del- 
egates from the various districts after their 
arrival in the city.

third drunk law nul] and void, was reversed 
yesterday by a decision of Judge Marshall J. 


Clarke. 

The decision was rendered in the habeas 
cotpus case of Debolt Hill and Dr. Langford, 
the only two men convicted of being drunk 
for the third time since the ordinary rendered 
that famous decision. 

The prisoners’ attorneys were Mr. Hinton P. 
Wright and Mr. Frank Haralson. 

Mr. Haralson sprung his point about drunk- 
enness being nocrime. He got eloquent about 
it. He quoted from a dozen or more authori- 
ties, tending to show thatthe state of being 
drunk was a privilege given to every free 
American citizen, and was no crime per se. 

‘“‘But,’”’ said Mr. Haralson, “if a drank man 
becomes disorderly, he can, of course, be fined 
for disorderly conduct. A case of plain drunk, 
that is to say, where the defendant is charged 
with absolutely nothing but being in a quiet 
state of intoxication, cannot hold under the 
charter of the city. It is no crime to get 
| drunk.”’ A 

He then took up the view that the law 
which inflicts as a ney ym ea with- 
out alternative is unusual and unjust. 

The judge evidently didn’t think that way. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Haralson’s speech 
the court adjourned for dinner, and after din- 
ner Mr. Hinton Wright made his argument. 
“The council had not the power to pass the 
law,’’ argued Mr. Wright. 

Judge J. T. Pendleton followed for the city, 
claiming that section 15 of the city charter 
empowered the council to pass any ordinance 
that they considered necessary for the peace 
and good order of the city. 

Mr. Haralson then spoke again in behalf 
of the prisoners. 

“TI don’t believe in the dectrine,’’ said Judge 
Clarke, ‘‘that it is no crime to get drunk, even 
if it is only a plain grunk onthe street. As to 
the other point, the city charter gives the 
council full authority to pass the ordinance. 
Let the prisoners be reinanded to the authori- 
ties to serve out the sentence imposed upon 
them.’” ; 

“T shail appeal this case,’’ said Mr. Wright, 
rising. 

His two clients nodded approvingly, and the 
thing will be done. 

‘Yes, sir,” said Mr. Wright, an hour later, 
“the bill of exceptions will be filed b:2fore 
Judge Clarke tomorrow (Fiiday) morning, 
and the matter comes up before the supreme 
court at the October term.” 

The Case. 


The case stands just this way: 
Hill and Dr. Langford were sentenced by the 
recorder, on the 25th of July, to ten days in 
the stationhouse. Each served eight days of 
his sentence, and were then released on bond 
by Mayor Cooper, pending the issue of the 
habeas corpus case. 

This left two days of the ten still to be 
served, 

When the habeas corpus case went against 
them yesterday they were, by express order of 
Judge Clarke. remanded to thé authorities to 
serve out their unexpired terms. 

Notice of an appeal had been given and it 
was a question as to whetherthe men could 
justly be left in custody pending the supreme 
court trial and decision. 

After consultation with thecity attorney the 
mayor then issued the following order: 

“MAYOR'S OFFICE, ATLANTA, ta., August 2, ’8S, 
Capt. A. B. Connolly, ¢Cbief of Police: The un. 
executed portion of the sentences against Debolt 
Hill and Dr. Langford; imposed in recorder’s court, 
is suspenced. JNO. i. Coorper, Mayor.”’ 

The idea was to get the matter~before the 
supreme court, and the case yesterday was 
simply an advance step in that direction. 

Debolt Hilland Dr. Langford are quite as 
well off to-day as they were yesterday. 

Mr. Hinton Wright thus explained his con- 
nection with the case: 

“At the instance of Chief Connolly I inter- 
ested myself in the cases merely to test the 
validity of the law, and the constitutionality 
of the action of the general council. In order 
to reach the supreme court at the earliest pos- 
sible moment the cases were brought before 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, from whom we can 
go direct by bill of exceptions to the supreme 
court, and not be compelled to await the “law’s 
delay”’ via the certiorari route to the superior 
court. Itis not necossary for any further ex- 
planation on that point.. I did not represent 
the city, nordid Mr. Haralson, who so ably 
aided me. I donot think that Chief Connolly 
intended to employ me to represent the city or 
himself, but merely suggested a test case, 
which 1 propose to make.”’ 


In the Courthouse. 


The only things to be seen in the courthouse 
yesterday were an old piano in the hallway 
and a nice melon in_the water bucket. The 
reporter was not allowed to either play on the 
piano or sainple the watermelon. 

Judge Strong was found sitting in his office 
reading some papers, and when asked for some 
news said: *‘This summer heat has gotten the 
bestof me. If everI had any news in me 
it has taken them all from me, so you will 
have to call some other time when the ther- 
mometer is not standing at 90 degrees in the 
shade.”’ 

One clerk after another took a peep at the 
watermelon, and another officia) drank water 
as if he had eaten a dozen mackerel for break- 
fast. 

Everything was dead, or at least apparently 
so, in the sheriff’s office, and Ordinary Calhoun 
was just being informed of Judge,Clarke’s de- 
cision on the ‘‘third drunk law.” 

But these things will become somewhat live- 
ly next week when the city court meets, and 
culprits come forth to answer for their mis- 
deeds.
